The contemplated sale of the stock 
held by the city in the Memphis and 
Little Rock railroad, which it was sup 
posed would have come off to-day, in or 
der tosatisfy a judgment, has again beer 
postponed; this time, we think, perma- 
nently. Mr. Simpson, who holds the 
jadgment, has acted leniently in the 
matter. Though the Finance Commit- 
tee had made such an arrangement ar 
would have liquidated the claim imme- 
diately, without resort to the sale of 
stock, he has consented to an extension 
for thirty daye. This will give ample 
time to our authorities to get at some 
means of relieving the city from her 
most pressing liabilities, as well as to 
adopt ench measures as will insure the 
payment of her future liabilities. We 
must confess that we would prefer seeing 
the city sell every foot of real estate she 
owns, if by that means she can realize 
enough to pay her debts. It may be, 
however, that the city authorities cap 
better effect the result by issuing bonds ; 
and in that event we say let them come. 
Our bonded debt is not an excessive One. 
With prompt cellection of taxes, and 
an economical administration of our af- 
fairs, we believe with the chairman of 
the Finance Committee, that Memphis, 
in two years ftom to-day, will enjoy a 
credit never before known, and that ber 
bonds will be worth more than any city 
in the West.

BU RNING OF THE MITrIE STEPHENS 


Particulars and Names of the Lost and 
raved. 


From the New Orleans Sunday Times } 7 

During the past two days the public 
mind bas been occupied with one of thoee 
wholesale calamities which have occur 
red by the hundred on the Western wa- 
ters in the Iast fifty years, which has 
wrapped in flames magnificent floating 
palaces as if by stege machinery, and 
which has sent boats like the United 
States, the Magnolia, Fashion, and in- 
numerable others which no recollection 
can remember, to swift and speedy des- 
truction. 

It was on the 5th of the present month 
that the Mittie Stephens, whove loss we 
are now called upon to record, left thie 
port. She had then been five or s'x 
years in service, having been brought 
bere in 1563, and put upon the eoast 
trade with A. C. Goddin, of the Wiid 
Wagoner, 6s her commander. A yearor 
so after she was transferred to Red river: 
was valued at about $18 000, and insurea 
for $4000. Her master and part ownzer 
was Capt. Keilogg, of the 11]- 
fated Una.

Another feature which attended the 
death of these unfortunate victims was 
the slowness of the death—the agoniziug 
suspense which they were called upoa 
to underge. In ordinary accidents on 
boats—for instance, in explosions, the 
sudden and unexpesctedness of the 
calamity divests it of one element of 
horror. Suppesing that the passenger 
escapes once the danger is over—ihere is 
then bunt lit'lc else to fear; or ordinarily 
when a boat catches on fire it is perhaps 
in the daytime, and,if at night, the nar- 
rowness of (he stream renders it easy to 
swim or rua the boat ashore. 

In the present.case the passengers who 
were Unabie, or had not the presence cf 
mind to save themselves by floating, 
Were Ccompeiled to stare death steadily in 
the face, while the vessel slowly con- 
sumed, to gradually retreat tothe rear as 
the flames advanced, and finally leap to 
certain death into the black waters be- 
low.

The fact that the passengers were asleep 
and that some of them perished in the 
fiames, accounts for some of the number, 
but by bo means all, 

One thing, however, is certain, the Mit- 
tie Siepbenus bad more than a hundred 
goulzaon board in the passengers and 
@rew at the time of the accicent, and of 
that pbomoer only forty-three were saved, 
The remaining sixty-three perished by 
drowp re, or still more miverably in the 
general woieciuit of the vessel; and 
ine Gorpses Of tiese, #8 those who trav- 
eled upon many atoer well-kuown steam- 
ers, are doubiliess at thia moment be- 
neath the sluggish and sullen waters of 
the lake.
